meet this need with high 
quality schools. 

“Despite this being an 
immensely complicated 
project involving a compact 
site and a listed building, 
with a very limited budget 
from the Government, 
we’ve been able to adapt 
the plans to take on board 
residents’ concerns. 

“I hope this means 
we’ll be able to satisfy 
both residents living near 
the site and the families 
who desperately want 
reassurance that there will 
be a good, local school to 
which they can send their 
children in years to come. 

“Mossbourne Academy 
has achieved some 
phenomenal results and I’m 


sure its second school will 
do equally as well.” 

During an informal 
consultation, some 
residents raised concerns 
about the positioning of 
the new building, so the 
Council and its architects 
went back to the drawing 
board and altered the 
plans in response. 

Planning consent was 
granted at a meeting on 
31 July and, pending 
the necessary final 
approvals by the 
Greater London 
Authority and 
Secretary of State, 
work will soon 
begin, to allow 
the school to 
open to pupils 


next September. 

The original building will 
provide teaching facilities, 
including a library, while 
the former chapel will be 
used as a multi-functional 
drama space. The new 
building will accommodate 
a sports hall and assembly 
facilities, which will be 
open to the public, as well 
as dining, performance and 
specialist teaching facilities.

and costs. 

Clarie Middleton, 
Hackney Empire Chief 
Executive, said: “This win 
is of enormous significance 
to Hackney Empire and sets 
the seal on a new chapter in 
the organisation’s history.”

“This was a David versus 
Goliath battle, but we had 
a giant of our own fighting 
with us - in the shape of 
Lord Sugar.”

Green light for 765-home regeneration scheme on Kings Crescent 


THE Council has granted 
planning permission for a 
£100million, 765-home 
regeneration scheme. 

Councillors gave the go 
ahead at a planning meeting 
on 31 July, following the 
approval of a five-year 
masterplan for regeneration 
of the Kings Crescent Estate, 
N4, last year. 

Proposals include 
increasing the number of 


homes for social renting on 
the estate from 195 to 274, 
as well as providing 115 
for shared ownership, and 
376 for private sale, along 
with a community centre 
and retail space. 

Solar panels, eco-roofing, 
and a combined heat 
and power plant are also 
expected to achieve 
carbon dioxide savings 
of 25 per cent. 


The design team was led 
by Karakusevic Carson 
Architects with Henley 
Halebrown Rorrison, muf 
architecture/art and Peter 
Brett Associates. 

The Council currently 
has a tender out for a 
developer to build the new 
homes, while 275 existing 
Council homes on the estate 
are in the process of being 
renovated to above Decent 


Homes standards. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 
Hackney Homes and 
Regeneration Estates, 
said: “The Council made 
a commitment to build 
new homes and refurbish 
existing ones on the Kings 
Crescent estate, and this 
decision will enable us 
to continue delivering 
on this pledge.”

Council launches national minimum wage awareness campaign 


THE Council has 
launched a campaign 
aimed at raising awareness 
of the national minimum 
wage amongst employees 
in Hackney. 

From 12 August, staff 
will be delivering posters 
and flyers to all libraries 
and Council-owned 
buildings in the borough, 
which highlight what 
people should do if they 


believe anyone is not 
receiving the national 
minimum wage. 

Mayor of Hackney, 
Jules Pipe, said: “We 
know that nationally and 
in our borough, low pay 
is an ongoing problem 
in certain jobs and we 
want workers and their 
employers to be aware 
of the national minimum 
wage and the right to 


is why it already pays all 
its directly employed staff 
the London Living Wage 
(LLW) and we are close to 
ensuring this is the case for 
all our contracted staff. 

We believe we could be 
the first London borough 
to achieve full LLW- 
compliance.” 

The minimum wage 
rate depends on age and

The 
new rates come in to 
force from 1 October.

“Every Colville resident deserves a high quality new 
home, and it was good to see so many people finding out 
more about how we’re doing this in the coming years.” 
The estate is being regenerated by the Council over a 
1 5-year period, replacing 435 existing homes with 935 
new ones for social renting, shared ownership and 
private sale. The first phase, Bridport House, was 
completed in 201 1 , providing 41 homes for social 
renting and co-funded by the Council and the 
Greater London Authority.

Yaarah Schools founder, Maire Tejani, received an MBE for services to charity and education 



I MAGINE a school 
which is little more 
than a tree and small 
hut; where children 
have to bring their own 
chairs, and if it’s raining 
or too hot it won’t open. 
This is what Maire Tejani 
saw only a few years ago 
in rural villages in her 
Ghanaian homeland, 
shaking her into action. 

The civil servant founded 
Shoreditch-based charity 
Yaarah Schools (meaning 
‘children’) to tackle some 
of the problems faced by 
under-privileged children 
in rural Africa. Maire 
explains: “We speak to 
children and they want to 
be doctors, lawyers, the 
next Obama. They are 
keen to learn, they don’t 
always have to go to work 
on the farm. ” 

For village elders, 
however, it can seem risky: 
many parents didn’t go to 
school so the importance of 
structured education isn’t 


always clear. For them, 
children can immediately 
help the family by going to 
work and the community 
doesn’t always see the 
possible gains made by 
committing resources to 
building schools. 

Maire says: “It’s a 
completely different world. 
These cultures have a 
certain way of working 
- there are chiefs, elders 
and councillors, and what 
the chief says goes. But we 
respect that and understand 
we can’t just bulldoze in 
with our ideas while at 
the same time we have to 
motivate them.” 

With her team of UK 
volunteers she creates 
partnerships, fundraises and 
spends time in the village to 
buying materials, employing 
builders, ensuring the 
project continues when she 
isn’t physically there. 

The charity’s first school 
was built in 2012 - just 
two-and-a-half years after 


Yaarah Schools was set 
up. Adaklu Aziedukope, a 
remote village in the Volta 
region of south Ghana, now 
has school facilities such 
as tables, stationery items, 
books, drinking water 
and chairs. 

Maire explains: “It takes 
£3,000 to build a classroom 
that’s kitted out. Even £10 


can make a difference, it can 
buy a chair so a child won’t 
have to carry it to school.” 

Work has now started 
on a second project in 
North Ghana. Yet the 
charity still relies upon basic 
fundraising. Maire says: 
“We don’t have any grants 
or lottery money, we just 
put on events like talent 


shows in the UK or dinners 
and dances. The little 
money we do get - with the 
help from our volunteers 
- we really appreciate. But 
I really have a passion for 
this and believe in it. I’ve 
got a full time job, a family 
and I’ve been studying for 
a BSc so it hasn’t been easy. 
Usually I’m up until 2 or 
3am working on Yaarah 
Schools, but I want to make 
a difference.” 

However, her efforts 
haven’t gone unnoticed, and 
in June it was announced 
she will receive an MBE 
for services to charity and 
education. She continues: “I 
came back from work and 
saw the official envelope 
and thought ‘what have I 
done to the taxman?’ Then 
I read and saw the Prime 
Minister and thought ‘what 
have I got to do with the 
Prime Minister?’ When I 
read some more, I was so 
shocked I couldn’t sleep. I 
don’t even think I’ve done 


that much yet, maybe I 
don’t deserve it, but it’s been 
a good thing for the charity 
and everyone involved.” 

She added: “We went 
back to Volta to see the 
progression and they’re 
doing really well. People are 
getting involved and can 
see how education sustains 
a family. Plus the school is 
being used for community 
events and adult education. 

“The women have started 
taking English lessons and 
setting up businesses to help 
sustain the school. One 
parent told me now he can 
read signs on the road. This 
is about making the schools 
sustainable, if the charity 
isn’t around in 10 years, we 
want the school to remain.”

Q. I was very upset by recent reports of fish dying in 
the River Lea due to pollution. Is there anything I can 
do to help reduce this? 

A. There are lots of contributing factors, but there are 
some things which people can check in their own homes 
which could help to reduce pollution in the river. 

Up to 1 0 per cent of homes could have misconnected 
drain pipes. This means that waste water from washing 
machines, sinks or showers may flow directly into drain 
pipes. Harmful chemicals and waste may then end up 
flowing down the drain and into rivers, instead of being 
sent through sewer pipes for treatment. 

To see if this could be a problem in your home, and to 
learn simple steps to check your connections, visit:

News in brief 


T WO Hackney 
food-growing 
schemes have been 
shortlisted for a 
national award. 

The Growing Kitchen 
in Hoxton, and The 
Patchwork Farm project, 
are both in the running 
for awards which honour 
outstanding community 
initiatives that have 
been funded by the 


Local Food programme. 

The Growing Kitchen 
received £10,000 in 2009 
to enable residents to 
manage a community food 
growing site on Wenlock 
Barn Estate. This included 
facilitating the creation of 
a resident-led management 
committee, and increasing 
food-growing, horticulture 
and practical skills on 
the estate by providing 




technical workshops. The 
project now involves over 
100 residents. 

The Patchwork Farm 
project received 
£124,643 in 
2010 to 
create a 
series of 
organic 
growing 
sites 
across 
Hackney. 

It also offers 
training in 
organic urban food 
growing to local people 
with the aim of helping 
them generate their own 
income from selling 
produce. 

The project has so far 
created nine new food 
growing sites on disused 
land in the borough, 


and trained 14 new 
food growers, many of 
whom were unemployed, 
including ten who 
are now self- 
employed. 

The Local 
Food 
scheme 
distributes 
grants 
from the 
Big Lottery 
Fund to 
projects 
that help make 
locally grown food 
accessible and affordable 
to communities.

WITH tons of stages, phenomenal music, plus 
dozens of DJ tents and bars not too far away, 
there wasn’t anything Lovebox lacked to 
satisfy festival-goers at this three day event.

Hackney pupils get involved 
in First World War exhibition 


A FIRST World War exhibition has opened at Hackney 
Museum, which uncovers the story of how the conflict 
changed the lives of people in the borough. 

Curated by children from two Hackney schools and 
community volunteers, the exhibition is part of a local 
heritage project called ‘Hackney Remembers’ and will run 
until 28 September. 

To create content for the exhibition, pupils from Springfield 
Primary School researched the effect war had on East 
London Jewish soldiers serving in the British Army. 

While youngsters from St John and St James’ Primary 
School looked at the Hackney families left behind when 
men went off to fight. The exhibition will transfer to the 
Jewish Military Museum in October and then travel around 
Hackney schools next year. 

‘Hackney Remembers’ is run by theatre company Fifth 
Word in partnership with Hackney Museum, the Jewish 
Military Museum and Hackney Archives. It is funded by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF). 



Mayor launches music award

FROM The Hunger Games’ trilogy to One Direction, one 
of the main features of teenage life is following a fandom 

- whether it’s books like ‘Twilight’, with fans naming 
themselves ‘Twi-Hards’, or Justin Bieberfans naming 
themselves ‘Beliebers’. But what makes a book or a 
performer so important for young adults? 

Arguably the original book craze was Harry Potter, with the 
first book released back in 1 997. JK Rowling creates an 
entire world, complete with its own curriculum and legal 
system, incorporating class discrimination and corruption 

- taking topics and simplifying them to appeal to children. 
The Twilight saga is based on the blossoming romance 
between 1 7-year-old Bella Swan and 1 04-year-old 
vampire Edward Cullen, and the struggles they face in 
their inter-species relationship. Although not actually 
targeted at young adults, that is where Stephenie Meyer’s 
audience lies - a group of self-conscious adolescents 
trying desperately to integrate into the world of dating. 

So dystopia has quickly become the genre of the teens. 

But why has it become fashionable? Have teenagers fallen 
into an eternal existential gloom caused by the recession, 
increased university fees and the prospect of never being 
employed? To me, I do believe that politics play a part 
in dystopia becoming a trend. Young adults are more 
politically aware, especially in regards to the Coalition 
Government altering their lives so much, so fast, that 
rebellion and oppression feels very real to them.

S ometimes 

when looking at 
historical records 
they seem quite 
easy to understand. At 
other times, you have to 
work out what they are 
talking about. This can be 
frustrating, but also rather 
interesting, as I found out 
when examining the burial 
registers of the Abney Park 
Cemetery Company. 

The burial registers date 
from 1840 to the 1970s 
(with a few gaps) and 
they are frequently used 
by people researching 
their family history. I was 
looking at volumes from 
about 1900. Some parts are 
quite straight forward and 
give the sort of information 
you’d expect, such as the 
name of the person buried, 
their age, last address, the 
name of the minister who 
carried out the burial and 
its costs. 

However there are other 
parts that are harder to 
understand. Often this is 
because the person who 
entered the information 
used abbreviations and 
didn’t provide a key to 
explain them. I was able 
to figure out some of the 
abbreviations. For instance 
‘Com Int’ is short for 
‘common interment’. This

family had brought along 
their ‘own’ minister to 
conduct the service. 

When trying to 
understand an old 
document you sometimes 
find that other records 
created by the same 
person can help. In this 
case, we have a copy of 
the cemetery’s scale of 
charges and regulations 
from 1900. It confirms 
that the cemetery had its 
own chaplain, although 
the company had strict 
rules about when he could 
carry out services. The 
mornings, up to 1.30pm, 
were for burials by a 
minister chosen by family 
or friends. The afternoons, 
from 2pm onwards, 


were for burials by the 
cemetery’s chaplain. Any 
burials after 4.30pm had 
an additional fee. Any 
burials before 2pm by 
the resident chaplain 
also incurred an early 
service fee. This is helpful 
to know as it explains 
another abbreviation 
in the registers, which 
is ‘E Serv’. 

It seemed to me that it 
would help to understand 
more about individual 
burial entries if I compared 
them with other entries 
to see how ‘normal’ they 
were. I chose four weeks 
in September 1900 and 
looked at all the burials 
which took place during 
this time. There were 


97 people buried during 
this period. 

One thing I chose to look 
at was the age of people 
buried in September 1900. 
Ten out of 97 were babies 
under one-year-old: this 
was a time at which infant 
mortality was still high. 
Excluding children, the 
average age at death for 
those buried in private 
graves was 58.4. For 
those buried in common 
graves it was lower, 49.8. 

It is hard not to think that 
this shows a link between 
death and social status 
and wealth. 

Interestingly, when I 
looked at the numbers of 
different types of grave, 

I found there were 63 




refers to a common burial, 
where a person would have 
been placed in a large grave 
alongside a number of 
other unrelated people who 
died around the same time. 
This was a lot cheaper 
than setting up a private 
family plot, which involved 
purchasing land from the 
Cemetery Company. 

One of the things that 
puzzled me was the name 
of the minister who 
carried out 
the burial 


ceremony. 

Looking 

at 

registers 

for 

different 
dates, 
there is 


usually only one minister 
who carried out the 
majority of the burials; 
for instance in 1900 it was 
Rev A O Palmer. A good 
guess is that the cemetery 
had a resident minister 
who was available for 
conducting services. 

However, I also came 
across a number of entries 
for a ‘Rev Own’ officiating 
at burials. This looked 
like a rather 
unusual 


surname. 

It took 
me a few 
minutes to 
work out 
that it was 
a note that 
meant the 


private burials and 34 
common interments during 
these four weeks. In other 
words, more than a third of 
the people being buried at 
Abney Park had common 
graves. The choice of a 
private burial or a common 
grave may have reflected 
a person’s wealth, but 
common graves weren’t 
solely for the very poorest 
in society - lots of people 
were buried in them. 

I had assumed that 
common grave burials 
would not have a marker 
of any sort. However the 
cemetery’s scale of charges 
and regulations corrected 
me here. It gives the sum 
of 10 shillings as the cost 
‘for permission to place 
inscription on stone fixed 
by the Company over a 
Common Grave’. However 
this was only a temporary 
marker, as the regulations 
add that memorials on 
common graves will not 
be allowed to stay up 
‘for more than 14 years 
from the date of the 
first interment’. 

I think looking closely 
at the records has helped 
me to find out more about 
burials in Abney Park, 
but there are still parts 
of the documents that I 
don’t understand. Perhaps 
we’ll never be able to 
figure them out. Another 
common problem with 
archives is that often things 
don’t survive, and we’ve 
certainly found references 
to records from Abney 
Park Cemetery which no 
longer exist. However, 

I hope what I have found 
out will help future 
researchers, and 
it was fun to piece it 
all together.

The Mayor and Councillors

IN this edition, Shoreditch Trust presents a recipe from its healthy eating 
programme which aims to help residents produce healthy, tasty and seasonal 
food throughout the year. 

This latest recipe offers a healthy spin on the Italian dumpling gnocchi. Although 
traditionally made from semolina flour, potatoes and spinach, this replaces greens 
with beetroot to increase the fibre and nutrient contents. Beetroot is a rich source 
of potent antioxidants and nutrients, including magnesium, sodium, potassium and 
vitamin C and betaine. 

Claudia Manchanda, Healthy Eating Manager for Shoreditch Trust, said: “Once 
cooked your gnocchi can be served with a range of delicious sauces, such as a sage 
and butter sauce, a simple tomato sauce, or a creamy white sauce. Plus they always 
taste great simply topped with Parmesan.”
